Anchorites, especially Wingnuts, 
I need your help. 


A request from my local antique radio club for an iARC-5 presentationi 
has brought a long term project off the back burner. I am assembling a 
working Aircraft Radio Corporation command set system set up in such a 
way that it can be taken out in public for demonstration. It is my 
contention that the truely magic thing about radios is that they play. 
Few people have seen a complete command set, let alone had the 
opportunity of playing with one in operation. 


Recent efforts have resulted in three ARC-5 receivers with dynamotors 
operating in a three-receiver rack remotely controlled from a BC-450-A 
control box via home-made cables and MC-215 flexible shafts. The 
control box is mounted on a slope-front cabinet with a BC-451 
transmitter control box, a BC-355 jack box, and a range filter. The 
cabinet houses the 28-volt power supply. I plan on using a homebrew 
active antenna to bring clean signals to the RXis if the demo location 
is noisy. The dynamotors hum happily, and one can tune 3-6 MC and 6-9 
AM and CW plus listen to the non-directional beacons on long wave. You 
can listen to all three receivers at once if desired. 

Analysis of the command set installation in B-17is has led me to an 
appreciation of the interphone system, Iid like to find an intexrphone 
amp with dynamotor and a couple more jack boxes and headsets and micis. 

Tim getting tantalizingly close to having a completely operational 
system, but the rate of finding the remaining parts seems to have 
dropped off exponentially as I get to the rarer bits. Any and all help 
in completing this project would be greatly appreciated. Money and 
trade goods are available. Even minor bits are important.

Earl Muntz was a smart, flamboyant businessman. Anybody 
who could make a success of selling used cars in 1939 or

1946 had to know something about salesmanship, and Muntz 
had built up a $72 million business in Glendale, Calif. 


For example, Muntz would advertise a particular car with 
a special price as the "special of the day" - a car that 
had to sell that day. If the car was not sold by the end 
of the day, Muntz vowed to smash it to bits with a 
sledge-hammer, personally, on camera. Needless to say, 
with tricks like that he was able to generate a lot of 
publicity and interest, and sell a lot of old cars, too. 


So when Muntz started his plans to sell TV receivers in 
1946, it was obvious that he would be looking for a 
competitive advantage - in other words, he had to have an 
angle. He wanted to get the circuits simple - the 
manufacturing costs low - and he knew he needed a lot of 
promotion. 


He realized that a receiver designed for "far-fringe 
reception" (40 or 50 miles out) had to have at least 3 or 
preferably 4 Intermediate Frequency (IF) stages (with a 
pentode for each stage, plus a transformer, 5 capacitors, 
and 3 resistors), and loops to hold the frequencies 
stable even when the signals were very weak.

Our Muntz (Chicago, around 1956) had three knobs, Channel, 
Volume-on-off, and Picture. The picture knob sort of smoothed out the 
noise on the picture. It actually worked kind of nice. One day I was 
looking around the guts of the set and noticed that the twelve inch or 
so long wire that went from the Picture pot on the front panel was kind 
of hanging in mid air to the rear and side of the chassis guts. I 
rerouted the wire neatly, but the Picture knob didn't work well anymore. 
So, I put it back the way it was. 

Our set had about 6 or 8 tubes in it.

Have just finished diagnosing the same problem in two very different 
power supplies. Both had a ground fault in a sealed choke. One was 
rated for 600 volts in a 300 volt supply, the other 5KV in a 750 volt 


supply. 
Both supplies had 25 amp automobile fuses in the line fuse holder. 


Now, I dunno what made the chokes fail, but I can understand how it 

could happen. What I can't understand is the 25 amp fuse. In both 

cases another, more expensive component burned out. Fortunately, it 
wasn't the power transformer either time. 


Then there was the panadapter with a bad HV cap, and the line fuse 
holder had a jumper around it. 


Why would anybody think it was OK to do this? Never mind, people used 
to put pennies behind plug fuses, too. Sort of like saying, "Is the 
fuse getting in the way of having what I want? Then get rid of it." 
But something else will act as a fuse, and it may not be replaceable.

Hi Gang: 


Bill Hawkins writes that he ran into two power supplies that had a serious 
problem develop because someone, in one case used a 25 Amp auto fuse. The 
other disaster happened because someone wired around the fuse. 


Asking for rememberances of other fuse quick-fix, quick-blowout disasters, it 
reminds me of a Ranger problem I had. 


Got a beautiful Viking Ranger in as a parts rig. What a shame, the underside 
area of the power supply was black! 


Because the choke looked so burned, I suspected I should start checking 
there. Before the day was out, I found numerous burned out components and 
wires, any of which could have been suspect. 


Eventually I found the culprit! The unit had been damaged in shipment to its 
last owner. The exciter variable cap's blades were stuck together, stator to 
rotator. Wolah, a short to ground. 


And since some previous owner had wired around the fuse, a choke problem 
became a disaster and destroyed a very nice Ranger. It became a junker. 


Not long after, I got a Viking Valiant in. I noticed that the exciter tuning 
knob was deformed. With the case off, I looked on the back of the panel at 
the variable cap. And what to my bleary eyes should appear? The unit had been 
bounced so hard in shipment that the variable cap had the same problem as the 
Ranger, except that some genius put Reynolds wrap around the fuses. 


Feeling I was snake bit, I worked next on a Globe Scout Deluxe. Fortunately, 
the fuse was correct, because the RF amp cap's blades were stuck together. 
Saved by the fuse. 


These experiences taught me that I should ALWAYS check any unit I've bought 
to make certain the correct fuse(s) are in place, and that in a transmitter, 


checking the variable caps isn't a bad idea either.

Wouldn't worry about it, Lee. Fifteen years isn't so long that any 
components should have deteriorated. The amp didn't use electrolytic caps 
in the HV. After checking to make sure the fuses are the right value, 
measuring the resistance to ground on the HV lead and primary power supply, 
and double-checking for spider webs or other debris in the HV circuits, I'd 
just plug it in and turn it on. Obvioulsy you'll want to watch carefully 
for any smoke or fizzling sound. Even if you had a Variac,, I wouldn't use 
it, because the relays wouldn't operate properly.

>Lee Smith VE4ANC asked about initial power-up 
> of a 30S-1 which had been out of service for 15 years. 
> He has a small 110V Variac available. 


Although the 3KV supply uses oil-filled capacitors, 
the bias, screen supply and DC relay supply use electrolytics, 
which may give trouble. 


I would remove the 4CX1000A and 3B28's, and temporarily 

wire the primaries on TB201 for 110V operation, 

connected through your 110V Variac. 

It would be best to disconnect the blower also, 

while you slowly bring up the voltage. If you have an old (pre 1963) 
30S-1 which used a vacuum tube screen rectifer, 

leave the screen rectifier tube in place. Keep clear of the HV, 
remember that the HV AC will still be present. Close the door 

on the power supply pedestal before powering up. 


With the variac producing 110VAC, with the 3 tubes still removed, 
you should be able to exercise the HV on/off relay, 


and shorting the antenna relay jack should cause that relay 
to work when the HV relay is closed. 


Look for a change on the bias voltage meter, 
as you exercise the antenna relay. Make it a habit 
to always check the bias voltage meter for the presence 
of normal cutoff bias before pressing the HV "on" switch. 


Check the 4CX1000A for grid shorts and screen shorts 
using an Ohmmeter, before replacing it in the amplifier. 
An ounce of paranoia is sometimes a good thing, 

with high powered equipment. 


The Collins manual doesn't show the pin-outs for the 4CX1000A. 
Of the four tabs coming out the side of the tube, 

the screen is the upper one, closest to the plate. 

The control grid is the second one down, 

followed by the two heater connections. 

(The cathode is internally connected to one side 

of the heater connection. ) 


Remember, the 4CX1000A can be replaced with the 4CX1500B 
tube, which offers a better safety margin for grid current. 
The 4CX1500A tube is not suitable, as it requires a different socket. 


Hope this helps.

Greetings Gurus of the gas free globes. 

I am currently going through Marcus & Horton's excellent 
"Elements of Radio" and building the various rigs from the 
simplest crystal set onward. I am learning much and 
understanding more than I ever did before. However I do have 
a question not covered in that book. I picked up a National 
tickler coil that I want to use in a regen receiver. It is 

2 1/2" dia by 5 1/2" long brown phenolic with 24 turns of heavy 
wire (10 or 12 ga). The tickler inside is spherical with 6 
turns of the same wire. It has a flex coupling and a Velvet 
vernier drive. There are 5 taps on the main winding on the 
second, fifth, eight, tenth, and twenty third turns. The 
tickler connections are brought out on the shaft. 

Question... I see the tickler winding, and the secondary 
winding, what do I do for a primary or antenna winding? 

All of the books show just a schematic or if they have a 
picture it shows both primary and secondary windings on the 
same cylinder with the tickler inside like mine. The winding 
on mine is continues from end to end although there is a space 
where the shaft goes through the cylinder. Also my book 
suggests 15 turns on the antenna (primary) winding, 90 turns on 


the secondary, and 15 turns for the tickler. Thats a 6 to 1 
ratio. My coil has 6 to 24 or 4 to 1 ratio. I know there is 
a lot of Kentucky windage in regen design but why so few turns 
of such heavy wire? Is my coil for some looooong wavelength? 
Any help much appreciated. Thanks Gary
